The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 13-17 are cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed device of a breast shield insert with at least one 
resistance heating element and electrical contact means with a trigger means and made 
from the specific materials mentioned in the claims. 

The closest prior art of record is U.S Publication 2004/0087898 to Weniger and 
U.S Publication 2004/0029486 to Greter, However, these references do not disclose the 
device as claimed or described above. 

Regarding claims 1 , 6 and 9, the closest prior art of record fails to teach among 
all the limitations or render obvious the specifics of the breast insert.
